EVERY SHIRE IN ENGLAND VI0O- 
LENTLY SHAKEN. 


LOUD REPORTS AND FIRE. 


Death, Panic, Thunder, Hail and Dam- 
age Involved in the Seismic 
Disturbance. 


LONDON, Dec. 17.—Great Britain is in tthe 
throes of a genuine and unprecedented sen- 
sation. An earthquake, the most, violent 
ever experienced in this country, has shak- 
en every shire from Durham to Surrey and 
from London to the Welsh Coast. The 
eubterraneous disturbance was first no- 
tieed at about 5:30 o'clock this morning 
and lasted from four-'to thirty seconds. At 
many pointe two distinct, shocks were ex- 
perienced. 

The most severe shocks were felt at Chel- 
ten Ledbury and Dean Forest. The earth- 
shaking was accompanied by « loud, rumb- 
ling sound. Buildings were violently shak- 
en, furniture was shifted, doors were 
thrown open and pictures and other orna- 
ments were upset. The inhabitants were 
panic-stricken and fied from their houses. 

The earthquake also visited Birmingham 
and various other points in Shropshire and 
wag violent in Worcester and the country 
surrounding that city. Houses rocked and 
furniture was overturned. , 

‘The greatest alarm prevailed everywhere. 
Chimneys were overthrown and windows, 
etc., were smashed. 

At geome points persons on the country 
roeds were thrown down, and a number 
of people were thrown out of their beds. 

Herefor4 Cathedral was injured. There 
the @ull rumbling beneath the earth's sur- 
face was followed by two loud crashes and 
@ terrible lifting end rocking. The panic

@ied of fright. People rushed wildly into 
the etreetsa. Many chimneys fell crashing 
into the choroughfares. All the pinnacles 
of St. Nicholas Church toppled over and 
part of the pinnacle of the cathedral fell to 
the ground. 

At Liverpool the earthquake was pre- 
ceded by heavy thunder end a fearful hail 
storm. 

In London the earthqueke was only 
slightly felt. 

A aingulear phenomena occurred at Brid- 
gennorth, near Shrewsbury, previous to the 
disturbance. The etreets suddenly seemed 
to be on fire and there was a violent re- 
port, accompanied by a shaking of the 
earth. People were going abroad in 
that vicinity gay that they were for a time 
unable to walk, owing to the vibrations. 

There was great excitement among the 
rustics about Poole, who thought that the 
end of the world had come.

POLICE COMMISSIONERS PRE- 
PARED TO GO TO LAW. 


HAVE TAKEN LEGAL ADVICE. 


Commissioner Lee Says ‘Those Extra 
Patrolmen Will Be. Hired, 
Money or No Money. 


The Police Commissioners are going cheer- 
fully and placidly on, clearing their. decks 
for action Saturday, when they propose to 
discharge 64 men and hire them over again 
along with 136 others. 

Comptroller Sturgeon’s contention that 
they can’t do it, and City Counselor Mar- 
shall’s apprehension that it will extract an 
opinion from him have had no effect. They 
are going to do it whether they can or net, 
and run the risk of jarring open the City 
Counselor’s opinion valve. 

‘““‘The law declares explicitly that the Com- 
missioners have the right to employ extra 
men in an emergency,” said Commissioner 
Lee to a Post-Dispatch reporter. ““‘We have 
declared in legal form.that such an emer- 
gency exists as is contemplated by the law 
and we are going to meet it as the law di- 
rects.’”’ 

“What about the money? Comptroller 
Sturgeon says,the city hasn't got !t.’’ 

“The city must find it.’’ 

“Suppose the Municipal Assembly takes 
athe position. that such an emergency as 
comes within the purview of the law does 
not exist and declines to make the appro- 
priation?’’ 


“There will be mandamus  proceed- 
“Are the Commissioners prepared to carry 
the contention into .the courte?’ 
Yes. The law, I think, is clear, that in 
an emergency the Commissioners have the 
ght to employ extra men. There is an 
emergency now. It can be demonstrated by 
the files of the daily press, and the reports 
of the police that there is an extraordinary 
prevalence of ‘crime in the community. In 
the face of this condition pecuniary exigen- 
cles force us to drop sixty-four men from 
the roster. If thie does not constitute an 
emergency demandin prompt action I 
don’t know what would. 
By the way, that deficiency is not $21,- 
000 as has been stated. It would amount 
to that much by next April if we did not 
retrench, but at 
$11,000, which is 


for their wages till the Municipal Assem- 
bly can be forced to make the appropria- 
tion ?’’ 

‘They will not. We shal] simply hire them 

and they mugs? take chances on getting their 
money. 
“T have no doubt about the legality of the 
board’s action. I discussed the matter with 
Mr. Marshall some time ago and he told 
me the board had the right to declare an 
emergency. In addition to this I have the 
written opinion of an eminent lawer who 
was City Counselor for many years, stating 
positively that the board’s action in this 
matzer is legal. Of course the Municipal 
Assembly might take the position that there 
is no emergency, but my understanding is 
that the Commissioners pass on that ques- 
tion as one of fact, just as a jury wéuld.”’ 

“Will there be any trouble about getting 
men ?’’ 

“T should say not,” and a hunted look 
came into the Commissioner's eyes. 

“Tl wish,’ said he, “that the Municipal 
Assembly would take the selection of appli- 
cants out of our hands as was done two 
years ago when we put on fifty additional 
men. Members of the Assembly insisted on 
naming the appointees and we let them do 
it, providing, however, that they had to 
send us good men. They kept their word 
in that respect. Some of their selections 
were Republicans and some were Demo- 
crats. That was bipartisanism, and that is 
what some of the papers are crying for.”’

Representative Raney’s Bill in the In- 
terest of Missouri Militia Goes 
by the Board.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec, 17.—The bill 
to put the “Paw Paw militia’ of Missouri 
on an equal footing with the regular sol- 
diers, #0 that they can be pensioned and 
receive back pensions, which has been 
pending since the first session of the Fifty- 
third Congress, will not become a law. 

Congressman Raney of the Thirteenth 
District, who introduced the original bill, 
Says that it has been carved and mutilated 
by the Committee on Military Affairs until, 
in its present shape, the measure would not 
benefit the surviving “Paw Paws’’ appre- 
clably, even if it should pass. 

r. Raney’s measure was so framed that 
militiamen who had served sixty days were 
eligible for pensions. The bill has been 
amended to make it read ninety days and 
other restrictions are added, which make it 
of very little value to the men it was in- 
tended to benefit. 

There are several thousand Missourians 
who fought at Pilot Knob and other points 
in. Missouri. Many were wounded and 
crippled, but they have never been able to 
derive any benefit from the pension laws 
because they were not regularly enlisted. 

With the mutilation of Mr. Raney’'s bill 
vanishes the last hope of the “Paw Paws.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Decisions ren- 
dered during the year by Federal Courts in- 
volving important features of the act to 
regulate commerce assigned a prominent 
place in the tenth nual report of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, sent to Con- 
giess to-day. During the year the Supreme 
Court has rendered three decisions of spe- 
clal importance. In one case the law has 
been upheld and fortified in a most impor- 
tant particular, but the outcome of the oth- 
ers hae elther emphiasized the defects of 


the «tatute or left its further interpretation 
so doub’¢ul and uncertain as to increase the 
difficulties of efficient administration. These 
cases were the import rate case, involving 
the guéstion of differences in charges for 
like service as between foreign and domes- 
tile traffic; second, the social circle case 
involving the at ‘and short haul clause of 
the act, and, thi the Brown case, concern- 
ing the right ofa rson to refuse testify- 
ing on the ground that it might incriminate 
himeelf. 

A statement of “civil cases pending in the 
courts’ shows twenty-two cases to enforce 
regulating orders of the Commission and 
eixty-four mandamus proceedings to compel 
carriers to file annual reports with the Com- 
mission. Forty-five cases, calling for an in- 
vestigation of 529 carriers, have been p 
on the docket of formal prgoseses dur- 
ing the year. The general discontent with 
present transportation conditions, the re- 
port says, as shown by petitions from ¢0 
many sections for the enforcement of the

Hearing that the local 
Cuban organization contemplated equipping 
men for Cuba, Marshal Love called at their 
headquarters and informed the officers that 
such action is a violation of law. . There- 
upon the officers of the club issued an open 
letter, declaring that their purpose was to 
give moral aid to the Cubans through Con- 
gress and that under no circumstances 
would any movement looking to the recruit- 
ing of a company be tolerated. There were 
no warrants issued. Marshal Love merely 
warned the leaders against a possible in- 
fraction of the law. Though there are fre- 
ports of departures of three or four men 
from here for Cuba, the report cannot be 
verified. The headquarters of the insur- 
gents in this State are at Galveston, where 
the New York Junta has a representative. 
There has been very little done here beyond 
the holding of a mass meeting last Sun- 
day. Offers of assistance, both of men and 
money, for the Cubans have been received 
here from Kansas and even as far north as 
Michigan, and have all been forwarded to 
Galveston. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Dec. 17.—Gov. Holeomb 
has declared himself in favor of the bellig- 
jorent rights of Cubans in the following 
words: 

“The belligerent rights of the Cuban revo-' 
lutionists should be recognized by our Na- 
tional Government.

The real friends of Cuba will forward 
money and munitions of war, and not 
men.

A FUTILE SCHEME OF REFORM. 


The School Board ring is evidently 
prepared to take advantage of the opinion 
that present abuses are faults of the ex- 
isting system. It is willing to agree to 
certain immaterial changes in the “sys- 
tem” and let it go at that. 

There can be no compromise with the 
School Board ring. The system under 
whieh the Board is organized is un- 
doubtedly defective. But the course pur- 
sued by the men who heve controjlef the 
character and extent of the expenditures 
of the Board for some years past leaves 
no room to doubt that any statutory lim- 
itation of their officia] powers would be 
ineffective to protect the public interest. 
Men capable of violating the higher moral 
jaw are certainly capable of violating any 
statutory law made for their restraint 
when they have connections and affilia- 
tions holding out -hope or prospect of 
defeating progecytian or conviction. 

Besides, the “concessions” the ring is 
willing toa make are, in reality, no con- 
cessions at all. It would not: be striking 
at the root of the evil to divide responsi- 
bility between the ring and a so-called 
“governing body” created by appoint- 
ment, Such a system would certainly 
and speedily, presuming the governing 
body to be composed of honest men, re- 
sult in @ dead-lock. It would, in addi- 
tion, create the anomalous condition of a 
Board elected by the people subordinated 
to one not #0 elected, which is a condition 
not to be contemplated seriously. 

School government by an appointive 
body ia not, in itself, obnoxious. It has 
been frequently tried, with good results. 
Rut to meke an appointive Board sover- 
eign over an elective one would be a 
perversion of all our ideas of government.

PARISH LINES 
MADE PUBLIC. 


ARCHBISHOP KAIN PUTS AN END 
TO MANY OLD DISPUTES. 


RECTORS MUST BE CONTENT. 


Ordinary of the Diocese Fixed the 
Boundaries After Hearing 
All Controversies. 


Archbishop Kain has issued to his priests 
fn St. Louis a circular letter announcing the 
boundaries of the parishes. There has been 
@ controversy for several years between 
many parishes and the lines were changed 
time and again. Archbishop Kain decided 
to settle all disputes by fixing the lines with 
the aid of the Boundary Commission. He 
went over all thé points in issue with the 
ware of a court of last resort, 

Many of the parishes have had no change 
made in their lines because they had no 
quarrel with their neighbors, and Arch- 


‘shop Kain merely affirmed the boundaries 
xed by Archbishop Kenrick years ago. 

The diwputes were eharpest between old 

parishes and new parishes, which had been 

carved out of them in the closing years of 

Kenrick’s life. The purchase 

or ‘the new Cathedral at Lindell 

Newstead avenues forced a readjust- 

gsment of the lines of several shes. 

One of the most ecrimonious quarrels 
whe waged for years between the Assump- 
tion and S&S. Agnes parishes. The ASssump- 
tion Church is at Sidney and Ninth Streets 
and St. Agnes Church at Sidney and Sa- 
jena streets. It was originally one parish, 
with Fr.

Charge Against Francis Which Mis-; 
sourians Make and Which Caused 
Delay in Confirmation. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Regarding the 
delay in confirming D. R. Francis as Sec- 
retary of the Interior by the Senate Finance 
Committee, Senator Vest says: 

“What occurred in the committee ought 
to have remained an unbroken confidence, 
but since some members of the committee 
has seen fit to give out information on which 
exaggerated reports have been based, I 
have no hesftancy in stating just what 
occurred. When the nomination of Secre- 
tary Francis was brought up I asked that 
it be laid over until after the holidays. One 


of the other Senators said that the opee 
ment of a Cabinet officer was generally rec- 
ognized as a privilege of the President, and 
that courtesy to him and to Mr. Fran- 
cls demanded that Mr. Francis’ appointment 
should be confirmed without delay. in- 
formed the committee that personally I 
had no objection in the world to the con- 
firmation of Mr. Francis, but I had re- 
ceived a number of letters from constituents 
in Missouri protesting against it. I, there- 
fore, asked that action on the nomination 
be postponed unti] after the holidays, when 
I would have ascertained just what was in 
these protests. Inasmuch as Mr.’ Francis 
is in office, the delay, I argued, would be 
no hardship on him.” 
“What is the nature of the protests wh ch 
you received from Missouri?’ the Senator 
was asked. 
“Oh, I had a number of letters saying 
that Franc s was a grain gambler, who had 
made millions out of his operations in the 
market; that old SET. you know. I re- 
pled to all of those who wrote me that if 
they had any specific charges to nike 
aga:‘nst him to make them; that the simple 
allegation that Mr. Francis had gamb.ed 
in grain was not sufficient reason for his 
rejection by the Sentate. The farmers are 
very bitter against ain speculators in 
eneral,, and do not nk that a man who 
as amassed his money in that way t 
to have a phice tn the Cabinet. That ts all 
there is to the matter. P simply asked for 
delay on his appointment until I had ob- 
tained replies to the letters which I sent to 
my correspondents asking them if they 
could advance any specific reasons why Mr. 
Francis should not be confirmed, or until 
I could ascertain on my visit to Missouri 
during the holidays just what there & to 
the opposition which fs being manifested 
by Missourians against his confirmation.”

He arose to speak four 
times. Although he was known by nearly

rambling, incoherent fashion. At first it 

was thought that he might be under the 
influence of Mquor, but it soon became evi- 
dent that he was more seriously affec 

He did not become violent, and was shut 
off several times by tactful ‘members of the
